O.P.A. No. 68: Hamlet Boundaries: 


Official Plan Amendment 68 was approved by Council on January 12, 
1981. The purpose of the amendment was to outline policies for the 
Rural Settlement areas, similar to those contained in the New Official 
Plan, to examine the boundaries of the hamlets in detail and to 
improve the mapping of the hamlet schedules. This was necessary for 


the control of kennels inrural settlements. In accordance with 

Council procedure, a Public Meeting was held on April 1, 1981.

This amendment provided landowners in the hamlets to review in detail 
the policies and boundaries of the hamlets. Their concerns were 
thoroughly reviewed at the Public Meeting and a report incorporating 
staff's comments and recommendations regarding the objections was 
received by Council on July 13, 1981. 
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This amendment was not finally resolved since staff arrived at an 
alternative method for controlling the location of kennels near rural 
settlements. However, it is appropriate to modify the Schedule E's in 
the Plan in accordance with the attached schedules in that these are 
far moreaccurate and were circulated to all property owners in and 
adjacent to the hamlets. The Schedule E's in the proposed plan in 
many cases do not accurately reflect property boundaries and were part 
of the more general newspaper notification process related to the 
November, 1979 Draft Official Plan. 


On the basis of the staff review of the various rural settlement, it 
was concluded that the hamlets of Mayfield and Toremore should be 
deleted since neither contain any rural settlement uses.

SUMMARY OF COMMENT: 


In view of the efforts being made to resolve the question of the 
location of the next Sanitary Landfill Site, the Region recommends 
that section 5.7, Solid and Liquid Waste Management be defined. 


RESPONSE: 


This section dealing with Waste Management has been subject to 
objection and adjustment through several drafts of the Plan partly 
because: 


i) it is far too detailed relative to the rest of the Plan, 


ii) it incorporates policies on matters that are beyond Brampton'’s 
control and are adequately regulated by another jurisdiction, 
and 


iii) the wording of many of the policies refer to conditions 
throughout the Region and have been tailored to the specific 
conditions within Brampton. 


Accordingly, it is proposed that this section be completely re-drafted 
to eliminate unnecessary detail and references to regulations enforced 
by other jurisdictions and to eliminate references to matters or 
conditions that are not specific or appropriate to Brampton. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1) That the Minister be requested to delete section 5./, pages 
153-159 and to replace it with the following: 


5e/ Solid and Liquid Waste Management 
Introduction 


The Region of Peel is responsible for safely 
disposing of solid waste, generated by the area 
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municipalities, while the latter are responsible 
for collecting and transporting this waste to waste 
disposal sites operated by the Region. 


Brampton's waste is currently disposed of in the 
Britannia Sanitary Landfill Site in the City of 
Mississauga. However, it is anticipated that the 
Region will require additional landfill areas at 
suitable locations beyond the urban area by 1990. 


Objective: Efficient and economical local waste 
Managment that protects public health and 
amenities. 


Solid Waste Management Policies 


Collection and direct haul of residential wastes to 
waste disposal sites operated by the Regional 
Municipality of Peel shall remain the 
responsibility of the City, with this function 
co-ordinated into the overall waste management 
system by the Region of Peel. 


The City recognizes that the Region will endeavor 
to establish disposal and transfer facilities 
within the region to equitably serve the citizens 
of the Region in the most economical and 
environmentally acceptable manner available. 


The City recognizes that sanitary landfill sites 
are the only means of waste disposal available for 
the immediate future and that efficiently designed 
and operated landfill sites must be provided by the 
Region to protect the environment and the public 
health of the community. 


Resource recovery and recycling from solid waste 
generated in the Region is a desirable goal to 
protect the supply of natural resources and energy, 
and to minimize the impact of solid waste disposal 
on the environment. A program to initiate resource 
recovery facilities, compatible with the financial 
means of the Region and available markets for 
recovered resources, will be encouraged by the 
City. 


Private organizations wil be encouraged to recycle 
solid waste materials, and the City may undertake 
such activity itself when practicable, provided 
that such measures are compatible with the overall 
waste management system of the Region. 


Any practical program aimed at the reduction in the 
quantities of solid waste generated will be 
encouraged.
